\ The Dallas County Court House at 505 Main Street was Indeed a unique 
vplace to come to hear what was UHCKG with John F. Kennedy and his 
policies as President of these United States. 

This building housed the elite troops 6t the Dallas County Sheriff's 
Department, of which I was one, who with blind obedience followed 
the orders of their Great White Father - BILL DECKEH, Sheriff of 
Dallas County. 

From these elite tsoops came the most bitter verbal attacks on 
President Kennedy, They spoke very strongly against his policies 
concerning the Bay of Pigs Incident and the Cuba Hlssle crisis. Kiey 
seemed to resent very much the fact that President Kennedy was a 
Catholic. I don't know why this was such a critical Issue with many 
of the deputies, but they did seem to hold this against President 
Kennedy, 

The concession stand in the lobby of the court house was the best 
plact to get Into a discussion concerning the President. The old 

man who ran the stand seemed to have a particular hatred for President 

/ 

Kennedy . H© seemed to go out of his way to drag anyone xrtio came by 
■'his stand Into a discussion about the President,

**e was a little man with a short mustache and glasses that seemed to 
set right on the end of his nose. He was a particularly good friend 
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of Sheriff Decker, and he^held the concession In the lobby for many 
years. Like Decker he was unapposed when his lease came up for renewal. 
It was common knowledge that Bill Decker made It possible for him to 
remain there as long as he wished. 




llils -sick little ajan had not only a deep hatred for John P, Kennedy, 

Be also hated the black people, oven t<;cse who spent their noney at 
his stand, ho would often curse then as they ralked away after making 
» purchase fren hia. He flatly refused to make phone change fo» them 
and at the same Instant wouldsaka make change for any white person, 

£221 a typical example of the atmosphere that lingered 
la this building that housed LAW AMD OHDEH in Dallas County. 

HAMX of the deputies had a dislike for the President - some more so 
than others, however, there were those ^o would not degads degrade 
themselves by taking verbal punches at our President, One of these 
aen was Hiram Ingram although devoted to Bill Decker, he was also 
a good friend of mine. Ue often discussed the political debases that 
took place in the lobby. Hiram had a great dislike for this sick 
little nan who seemed to lead the attack on the President, ho also had 
little respect for the deputies, attorneys and courthouse employees 
who tolerated or even agreed with this philosophy of attacking John 
F, Kennedy. 

Shus...«we have the atmosphere that was to greet the President of the 
United States upon his arrival in Dallas, However, things were to 
get oven worse before he arrived. 

lha battle ground had been picked and the UHwelcone mat was out for 
President Kennedy, Unknown to most of us, the rest of the plan was 
being completed. The patsy had been chosen and placed in the building 
eeroas from the court house - where he could not deny his presence 
« Hli J2Z2£* This was done with the apparent approval and 

oertcinly with the knowledge of our oo-workers - the F.B.I., since they 




later adBitted that they knew Lea Harvey Osv«ald vias employed at

The security had been arranged by the Secret Service and the Balias

Suddenly the aotorcade approached and President Kennedy was sailing 
and waving and fer a aoaent I relaxed and fell Into the apparent happy

i Boed the President was displaying, the car turned the comer onto 

I Hcttstcn street, I was still locking at the rest of the people In the

party, I was soon to be shocked back into reality, the President had 
passed and was turning west tm Ela Street.,..as If there were no people, 
,_no ears, the only thing In my world at that moaent was a rifle shot! 

I bolted toward Houston Street, I was fifteen steps from the comer, 
before I reached it two more shots had been fired. Telling aysclf 
^ that it wasn't true and atjf the same knowing that It was, Z continued 
I to run, Z ran across iicuston Street and beside the pond that sets on 

the west side of Heusten, Z pushed a man out of ay way and ha fell into 
the pond. I ran down the grassy knoll between iSaln and 21a, people 
-tiNb weM lyiB laying all over the ground Z thought "ay God, they've killed 
a woaan and child" Tidio were laying beside the gutter on the south 
side of Ela Street. Z checked them and they wer^ alright. 1 saw a 
Eailas Police officer run up the grassy knoll and go behind the picket 




fence hy the railroad yards. I followed and behind the fence was ccaploto 
, confusion end hysteria. 

I began to question people when I noticed a woman In her early thirties 
attempting to drive out of the parking lot, she was In a Brown 62 or 63 
Chevrolet. I stopped her. Identified nyself and placed her under arrest, 
she told me that she HAD to leave, and I said "lady, youSre not going 
anywhere", I turned her over to Deputy Sheriff C.L, (LumiayJ Lewis and 
told him the circumstances of the arrost. Officer Lewis told me that 
he would take her to Sheriff Decker and take care of her car. 

The parking lot behind the picket fence was of little Importance to 
most of the Investigators at the scene, except that the shots were 
thought to have come from there. 

Let's examine this parking lot. It was leased by Deputy Sheriff B, D, 
Cossett, he In turn rented parking space by the month to the deputies 
t^t worked In the court house, as there was no place to park on the '' 

Bteets surrounding the court house, except for of final vehicles, I 
rented one of these spaces from Gossett when I was a dispatcher a nd 
working days or evenings. I paid Gossett per month and was given 

a Kac to the lot. An Interesting point Is the lot had an Iron bar across 
the only entrance and exit (which werethe same), the bar had a chain and 
lock on It, the only people having access to It were deputies with keys. 
Point.. . ..How did the woman gain aocess and whats more Important who- "" 
was she and WliX did she HAVE to leave? — ' 

Ihls was to bo the beginning of the never ending cover up. Had I known 
then what I know now JC would have personally questioned the woman and 
Impounded and searched her car, I had no way of laiowlr.g that an officer 
who^^l had worked with for four years was capable of losing a thirty year 
old woman and a tliree ha thousand rovmd automobile. To this day CTflccr 




l<evls doesn't know who she waj, t«hsre she came from or what happened 
to her* Strange 

Kconwhile back at the parking lot I continued to help the Dallas 
Officers restore order* When things were somewhat calmer 1 began to 
question the people who were standing at the top of the grassy knoll, 
asking if anyone had seen anthlng strange or unusual before or during 
the President's fatal turn onto Elm Street* 

Several people Indicated to me that they thought the shots came from 
the area of the grassy knoll or behind the picket fence* My next 
reliable witness came forward In the form of Mr* Arnold Rowland* Mr, 
Rowland and hls wife were standing at the top of the grassy knoll on 
the north side of Elm Street* Arnold Rowland began telling na his 
account of vb&t he saw before the assassination* said approximately 
fifteen minutes before President Kennedy arrived he was looking around 
and something caught hls eye* It was a white man standing by the 6th 
floor window of the Texas School Book Depository Building in the south 
east comer, holding a rifle equipped with a telescopic sight and In 
the south west comer of the 6th floor was a colored male pacing back 
and forth* < Meedless to say 1 was astounded by hls statement* X asked 
Hr* Hoicland why he had not reported this incident before and he told me 
that ho thought they vrere Beeret Service agents - an obvious conclusion 
for a layman* Rowland continued, he told me that he looked beck at the" 
6th floor a few minutes later end the nan with the rifle was gone so ho 
dismissed It from hls mind* I was writing this In ny notebook and when 
X had finished 1 advised Hr* A Mrs* Rowland that I would have to detain 
them for a statement* 1 liad started toward the Sheriff's Office with 
them when lo end behold 1 was approached by Officer C,L, (Lummy) 
who asked me "idiat ya got* a favorite expression of most investigators 
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Hell.,. not knowing If liursay Lewis could tell that I had two apparent 
»rltne3s*, I explained the situation to hla and told hla of Howland's 
account* Bolng the Good Samaritan ho was Officer Lewis offered to 
take the Rowland's off ny hands and get their stateoenta. This worked 
out a little better than ny first arrest. The warren Ccaalsslon decided 
not to accept Arnold Howland's story but at least they didn't lose then, 
^ng In there Lunmyl 

Iho time wan approximately 12i40 P.M. , I had Just turned the Howlands 
over to Lummy Lewis when I met B. R. (Buddy) Vialthers, Walthers was a 
snail built and arrogant type nan, hla only knovm talent was wearing 
dark rln glasses and a snail rla hat so that he could resemble Bill 
Decker* Vialthers had been with Decker only a year or so longer than 
I but he was fast cllablng the ladder of success at the sheriff's Office 
by lying to Decker^*^2queallng on his fellow officers* Walthers* aabltlcn 
was to become Oherlff of Dallas County and he would do anything or 
anybody to reach that goal* he had absolutely no ability as a law 
enforcement officer* Decker carried hla for years by breaking a case 
or taking a caoa that had been broken by another officer and putting 
Halters^ name on the arrest sheet. There will be more about walthers 
and his obrious connection in the assassination In later chapters, 
Walthers and I went to the south side of Bln Street where It has been 
reported that a bullett had struck the erdb* 

»ie traffic was very heavy as Patrolman Baker assigned to Bln and ^ ' 
Houston Streets h?d left his post allowing the traffic to travel west 
^ on Ela Street* As we were scanning the curb I heard a shrill whistle

comjflng from the north side of Ela Street* I turned and saw a white 
Bale In hla twenties running dovm the grassy knoll from the direction 

of tho Texas School Book Depository Building. A light green Baablep 
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station wa;jcn vas coalns slowly west on Ela Street. The driver of the 
station K^on was a husky looking tatln, with dark «avy hair, wearing 
a tan wlnTbreaksr typo Jacket. He was looking up at the nan running 
toward him. He pulled over to tho north curb and picked up the nan 
coming doiv-n tho hill, I tried to cross Eln Street to stop then and find 
out »*o they were. Tho traffic was too heavy. 1 was unable to reach 
then , they drove a^ay going west on Eln Street. I believe that beside 
the apparent hurry these two aea were in the thought occured to no that 
everyone else was running TO the scene and these two were the only ones 
in a rush to leave. The suspect - as 1 will refer to him- running dovm 
the grassy knoll wearing faded blue trousers and a long sleeve work 

shirt nade cf some typo of grainy naterlal. This will becone Very 
Inportant to ae later on and very enbarrasslng to the authorities ( P.B.I. 
Dallas Police and Warren Coar'lsslcn), 

I thought the incident concerning the two men and -the Bambler Station 
wagon Ixportsnt enough to bring It to the attention of the authorities 
at the eenuond post at Elm end Houston, 

I ran to the front of the Texas School Sock Depository vdiore I asked - 
for anyone Involved In the Investpgatlon. There was a mn standing on 
tho steps of the Book Depository Building and he turned to me and said 
’•I*m with the Secret Service*. Ihls can was about kO years old, sandy 
hair, he had^dlstlnct cleft In his chin, he was well dressed In a gray 
business suit. Being naive enough at the tine to boliove the only 
people there really Trere officers, because after all this was the 
OOBiaand post/, I gave him tho Information , he showed little Interest 
In tho posrsons leaving, however he seemed smtexem extremely interested 
la the description of tho Sanbor as this was the only part my statement 
that ha TjToto do;m In his little pad that ho had In hla hand.

I WB8 then eonfrented by the aij^h Prleat of Dallas County Polities, 

Field Karshall Bill rockor* Eeciter had apparently bean stand In; directly 
behind mo and had cverhocrd 'vdmt I van say in; • Kg called me aside and 
Informed ao that the euspoct hed already left the scene. (Eow did you 
know James Hrlc? You had just arrived) Decker then told me to ho|:p 
then (the polico) search the Book repository Bulllins, Decker turned 
toward hie office ocrosa the atract suddenly stopped, Icoksd at no and 
said *SCTabody better take oharge of this investigation", then he 
continued walking slowly toward hie office •• indicating that it vnsn*t 
going to bo Mm . 

When I entered the Book Depository Building I >»s Joined by Deputy 
Sheriffs Eageao Boone end Luke Hoonoy. He wnnt up ths stairs directly 
to the slrth floor. The room was very dark ond a thick layer of dust 
seemed to cover everything. He went to the south side of the bulldlns, 
since this was the street side and seemed the most logical place to start.

Luke Mooney and I reached the southeast comer st the same tine, we 
lamedlatoly found three rifle cartridges laying, very deliberately, in 
plain Bight on the floor to the right of the southeast comer window. 
Mooney end I examined the cartridges very carefully and remnraed how 
Closely they were laying toge/ther. The three of then were no more 
than one Inch apart ond all were facing in the sane direction, « fe&t 
▼cry difficult to achieve with a bolt aotlon rifle or any rifle for '< 
that Botter. 




One cartridge drew our particular attention. It was crliaped on the 
end that would have held the slug, it had not been stepped on but nerely 
crlaped over on ono snail portion of the rim, the rest of that end was 
perfectly round, 

laying on the floor to the loft of the same vrlttdow qas a small brown 
paper lunch bag containing sone well cleaned chicken bones, I called 
across the room and suzanoned the Dallas Pollc# I.D, man Lt. Day, when 
he arrived with his camera Hooney and I loft the window and started our 
eearch of the rest of the sixth floor. 

Wo were told by Dal l as Police to look for a rifle - something 

I had already concluded might be there since the cartridges found were 
apparently from a rifle, I was nearing the northwest comer of the 
sixth floor when Deputy Eugene Doono called out "here it Is*, I was 
about eight feet from Boone who waa standing next to a stack of card* 
board boxes. The boxes were stacked so that there was no opening 
between them except at the top. Looking over the top and down the 
opening X nx saw a rifle with a telescopic sight laying on the floor 
-with the bolt facing upirard. At this tine Boone and 1 were Joined by 
Lt, I^y of the Dallas' Police Department and Dallas Homicide Capt, Will 
Flrltz* The rifle was retretVed by Lt, Bay who amtuiv * aotl'vsted the 
bolt, ejecting one live round of cmmunltlon v/hlch fell to the floor, 

Lt, Bay Inspected the rifle briefly then handed It to Capt, Fritz, who 
bad a puzzled look on his face, Seymour Veltznan a deputy constable was 
standing beside me at the time, Woltzaan was on expert on weapons, 
being In the sporting goods business for many years he was familiar 
with all domestic end foreign weapons, Copt, Fritz asked if anyone 
knew what kind of rifle it was, Weltzman asked to see It. After ft 




close ©raalnatlon (nuch longer than Fritz or Cay's exaalnatlon) Uoltzsaa 
declared that it vaa a 7*65 Gerrsan Manser, Fritz agreed with hist, 
Apparently someone at the Dallas Police Department Inaaex loses things 
also, but at least thetXTcaoTBX they are more conscientious, they did 
replace It even If the replacement was made In a different country* 

(see Warren Report for Italian i^lannllcher-Carcano Cal. 6.5}. At that 
ezaot aoaent an unJtown Dallas police officer cane running u? the stairs 
end advised Capt, Fritz that a Dallas policeman had been shot in the 
Oak Cliff area, I Inatlotlvely looked at ay watch and the time was “ - -

A token force of unlfomed officers were left to keep the sixth flcor 
secure and Fritz, Etiy, Boone, Mooney, Weitzmnn and I left the building. 

On ay tmy back to the Sheriff's Office I ue.s nearly njn down several 
tlaes by Dallas Police ears racing to the scene of the shooting Involving 
a follow officer. Thera i;ero aorc police units at the J, D. Tlppit 
shotting then there were at President John P. Kennedy's assasslnatloc. 

Tlppit was Instrutcd to patrol the Oak Cliff area along with Dallas 
Police Unit 5^87 at 12 i 45 P.K, by the dispatcher. Unit 87 Inmedlately < 

left Oak Cliff and went to the triple underpass - leaving Tlppit alone, 
Hhy? 

At 12 t 54 P.M, J, D. Tlppit Dallas Police Unit # 78 gave his location as 
I^caster Blvd, and Eight Street, soze ten blocks from the place where 
he was to be killed. 

The Dellas dispatcher called Tlppit at liC 4 P.H. and received no answer 
he continued to call thro® tines, there v?as still no reply, coaparlng 
this time with tho tine ^ received new of the shooting of the police 
officer at I1O6 P,M, It Is fair to nssuae Tlppit was dead or being

November 24, 19^3 when Jack fiuby shot Lee Harvey Cstmld* 1 would 
like to clear up one thing at thla point concerning Huby'a access 
to the basement of the city Jail, The Warren Commission concluded 
that Eallcfl Police Officer H. £. Vaughn ^iiSSii^nsgllgenee, let Jack 
fiuby Into the besement - what they did nob say Is that Cfflcer Vaughn 
was questioned extensively after the shooting and even submitted to 
n jalsgx polygraph test which he passed •• shoving that he did not let 
Jack Euby go down the Kaln Street ramp of the city Jail, I have know 
Officer Vaughn for many years and I feel that he Is honest, conscientious 
and one of the finest people that 1 have ever known, I feel th^t he vras 
unjustly accused. However, bombing Vaug^in was the easiest way out for 
Earl Warren and his comic strip committee,

Things were pretty normal for the next few men ts, with the exception 
of curious persona that iS2al*^lnto the oharlff’s office from tine to 
time to ask me questions about the assassination. 

On the first anniversary of the tragic event, a team of newsmen from 
EBw New York came to Callas, they wanted to a document'ary on the 
assassination and they oontiicted Jla Kerr of the Celias ^ 

who told them of me, 

Jla approached me and said shat the NiiC people were Interested in 
vhnt 1 had to say and would X talk to them, Jla /lerr Indlcatffd to 
me that ho had It all set up , but knowing how 31U Decker felt about 
ai^one in his Department talking about this particular enent I said 
that I would have to get Decker's pamisslon. N3G had been calling 
me since October , 64 asking to talk to me but I would net ooanlt r.y— 
self. 
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i-h»n they e:rivcd durlni; the vreek of Kove-b er 22 I vent to Cecker to nsk 
pernslsslon to do the story, Leckor pi*cjix>tly set Tie dcx-.’n In the prlvrte 
office, closed the dcor and set the-e looking at me for several nlrutes, 
it -w.i> h.ord to tell If Decker ve 3 looking ot you, vlth thn t f-lass eye of 
his, but ot the tine you hod the very uneasy feellns: he wos looking 

stralfcdit through you. 



Cecker aet^-an to talk with thf^t even •• never rlslnij voice — tU 't ccaiTanded 
attention and gave ycu the feellrg that tt waa'^^dorvjerous to XhE&P.SckAES 
Interrupt cr to even question him. Decker told me to tell these oecple 
(Jim iierr nnd UBC) that I was a Deputy i^herlff - not an actor and for yjn 
to keep ay nouth shut, he vent cn to say "tell thaa you dl^-Jn't see or 
hesr anything" he then went o?>ck to the papers on bis desk and I itnevr 
that he was through and so was I, . 

1 releyed the assf^age to Jia iicrr who was ve^y dlsfapolnted and xnve 
even mad, but he ~ like ayself knew not to ohollange Decker*s lew. 

From that day on Dili Cecker cegsn to watch ny every move, Feople 
in the office »;ho before thls-vsry soldon eysr spoke to me began to 
hana Ground wapchlng my every move end listening to everylng thst I 
eald. /»3cng these were aoseanry Allen, B.ii.

After ii few days of this - appjarently arxed with Infcrciatlon froa this 
so called Di;T..criV’ii - v;ho cculdn't track an elephant tnreush the snow 
with fi nesp bleed- Decker called ne into his office and pointed to e 
chair - vjlthout saying a weed, Jell,,,icncwlng he ’.rasn't vlving ne tre 
chair or asking ae to look it over - 1 sat down, After a long silence 
he flnrilly cnld - "what about it"? this w.>s Deckers way of telling you 
he knew it (whatever it was) »nd he wanted ycu to"ccnfess", 1 felt 
sure Eva Grant vias going to be the subject cf conversation, but I was 
deteralncd tc larike hln start the Intsrrog ■ tlon - after all he vrnted the 
ensv;ers and apparently cuddy hadn't heard as such as ha thcurV:t he had. 
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Finally ha gava In ho said "you've been talking to Eva Grant* • I suld 
"yes sir", Decker "What about", 1 said "she vas concerned about Jacks 
depressed state of mind and worried about the fact that he looked ill". 
Decker "thats none of your business". I replied with the only thing 
that Decker would accept - 1 eald "no sir".

I wasn’t too concerned about the minor attention i was receiving from 
Eecher in regard to the assassination and It^s aftermfith, until Au^just

I fts I could and he thanked as and loft* However on October 1 , 1966 Hr. ) 

Pasrkerson wrote to me advising me that X was receiving more publicity 
that I '.fas aware of. Be mentioned In his letter that he had picked up 
a book cn a Bew Orlesne news stand. This book was titled lEE S5CCSD 03VALD 

^>7 Blchard H, Popkln and ay report had been mentioned in the book. This 

ii dlstrubed me as X knew ay popularity with Decker was fading anyway. On 
! October 18 I received another letter from hr. Parkerson, it seoxsd that 

he had coue across another book on e Sew Orleans news stand which mentioned 
ay name - this one was Inquest by Ed*.«ard J Epstein, then I began to worry 
ft bit. Of course other names were mentioned also in these books, butl was 
concerned because of my employers attitude and the fact that I was in 
definite conflict with the Warren Coami&eiou in my testimony. 

In Pobruary of 1987 the lid blew off — District Attorney Jim Garrison 
announced publicly his probe into the John F, Kennedy assassination. 

It wasn’t long - In fact a mfctar of hours until Decker walked up to mo 
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end asked "have you been talking to Jin Garirlson?* - I told hln that I 
- . had not- which was the truth. Deoker then said "ocmebody sure as hell 
has". That was the beginning of the end of ay car'-er as a law officer 
end my future In Dallas county. 

As laore and nore books - critical of the Warren fi^omlsslon began to 
hit the newa_3.tand3 through out the country and I .received calls and 
visitors asking questions my future with the Sheriff's office becaae 
V£ax shaky - finally on July I967 Bill Decker called me into hla 
office and told ne to check out « knowing there was no xx grelvanoe ^ 
board and that Decker was the supreme ruler of HIS domain I left the 
Sheriff’s office for good, 

1 was saddened by the loss of eight years in a Job that 1 had given 
ay ALL to. But I was soon to find cut that this was only the down 
payment on the price that 2 was to pay for the truthl^ Immediately 
began looking for work and fetmd that the Commerce Bond Company 

was Just opening an office and needed someone to help In the office as 
lies Hancock the owner was Just starting out, 

I had a long talk with Hr, Hancock end he agreed that I would be an 
asset to the business because he knew nothing aoout It and I was familiar 
with bonds and most of the people at the sheriff *s office as well as 
those wishing to make bond, Les and I seemed to got along very well, 

I posted most of the bonds and kept track of our clients . 

Posting the first few bonds with the county was slow it seemed - althcugh 
the money was In escrow Decker wanted to personally approve sll bonds 
posted by D9, 
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1 didn't Bind this deloylns tactic because all It Involved >;aa a little 
extra time fron me. 

Ihe bondlns business trac gcluff very well vlthln two ncnths we werO makins 
aoney. 

I kept up as much as possible on Jim Garrison's probe and decided to 
write him and tell hla what I knew If it would help him. Jia Garrison 
answered my letter and asked me to call hla at which time ha made 
arrangements for my trip to Ifew Orleans, 

Les fcancocfc tried to persuade me not to go saying I shouldn't get Involved 
(a little late)/ Arriving in Kew Orleans in late October I was picked 
up at the airport by 3111 Eoxley one of Jin's Investigators and four men 
who dldnlfc work for Jla. Boxley took me to n motel where I was to meet 
Jim and the other four men followed - apparently thex were not Invited. 
Most of ay talks with Jla wera at his office while my •* tails'* (apparently 
government agents) searched ay room. I nust apologize to them for not 
bringing that they could •use", ^ 

X bad sevorsl meetings with Jim Garrison at which time ho showed 
Ba numerous pictures taken In Eealey Plaza on November 22, 1963. 

Aaons them was a plcturs of a Latin male who was identical to the man 
driving the Eambler station wagon that I saw Oswald leave In, X was 
surprised and I asked Jla who the nan was, Jin did not know but he . 
did cay this man was arrested in Dealey Plaza after 

assassination but was released by Dallas Police because cculd not speak - 

^glish. 

Also we discussed the 45 cal. slug found on the south side of Bln Street 
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In the greos h7 E. H. (Buddy) Wal there. 

Buddy had indeed found such a slug as he and I discussed it the evening 
of November 22, I963, Buddy clco cnve a 8tr.tcaent to the Dallas Press 
oonflrnlng this find (found among bits of brain a-ittcr), he 

later denied finding It after Decker had a long talk with him after 
newsmen beg^n quest! oning the aherlff about the evidence. 

Jin Garrison also had a picture of an unidentified man picking this 
up and Buddy Is also In the photograph. But no matter hew many times 
I asked Cuddy about it - after his denial - ho would make no comment, 

Jim also asked me about the arrests made in Dealey Plaza that day, 
and I told him that I know of twelve arrests - cue In particular made 
, tiy B, B, Vaughn of the I^llas Police Department, The nan Vaughn arrested 
WE« coming from the kal-Tex Bulldir^ across fren the Texas School Book 
Depository, The only thing that Vaughn know about him Is that he was 
an Independnnt oil operator from Houston, Texas, the prisoner vws taken 
from Veughn by Dallas Police Deteotlves and tiiat was the last that ho 
saw or heard of the suspect, Inoldently there are no records of any 
arrest either by Dallas Polioe Dept, or the Sheriff's office which 
occurred on November, 1963 In Dealey Plass - very strange I 

Upon returning to Balias frcaa ay first contact with Jim Garrison I was 
picked up by another ••tall*, 1 was followed constontly after that^ Ky 
wife couldn't v^o go to the grocery store without being followed and 
scmetlma they would go so far as to pull up next to her and make sura 
I, she saw them Xx l lu gx talking on their two-way radios. They would also park 
across from my house and set for hours making sure I knew that they were 
there. 
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Oa the sscrrlT!?; of Kcrrsnber 1,196? I reeelved'a call from a friend of mine. 
He cmed a nicjit club at Carroll and Columbia atretts In Dallas, Bill 
Bald that he ivsntcd to ces ae nnd rould I meet hla In frent of the club, 
called 338 Esny times idien I ras a deputy, as ho was fre-uently 
In financial trouble end X trould hare the citaticni^ssusd for hin held 
up until he vas in a position to accept thosi. He act the meeting for 
9t00 A.ii,, et about 8i30 A*rl, *ae and sy Bhadtn.’s** started for the club, 
arrlvlni; around tho proposed nee tin? tlas. bhea I parbod in front of 
Bill’s club "my ahadous" began one of the sveetest set-ups I ‘re ever seen. 
On® car - a tan fcntiac parked on® block In front of my ear.faelTwy me. 

And «»he other a vil'ilte Chevrolet vlth a small antenna protrudins from the 
roof kept circling the block over end over never atopplnc:. Tl-iore were two 
men In the Chevrolet, I couldn’t get a good look at the driver but the 
ether man was In his early thirties, dark Imir, nice looking and vaarlng 
A block and xhlte check sport coat. Sill had never teen late before and 
It wes nenrlng ten fifteen and X was wcrrled that these poor bastards 
would set dlazy from driving around and around and might hit somebody. 
Finally at 10*15 A,h, £iu errived end ve vent to the Waffle Xicuse across 
th® street for coffee and txss there as big as life alttlng on a stool 
was the man In tha sport Jacket from the white bV.evrolet, Well., .we sat 
— down and had coffee and Sill didn’t have anything to ask me, W® Just 
talked about how each of us was doing and general bull, 

When we finished we started to le*.v® ar^ th® man In the sport coat 
junbed up and beat us out the door, Ve paid our checks and Talked out 
the door sad my shadow was no where la eight - believe me^ I locked, 

Ve creased the parking lot and stopped at the traffic light as it was 
red ogalnst us, for some reason I stepped down off the curb before the 
light changed, as I did Bill fell flat on the sidewalk, 2 was about 
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to fliid out idiy - lit that very Instant a shot rang out behlni me 
and the hair Just above my left ear parted end I felt a pressure and 
sharp pain on the left side of lay head, Knowing tPint I wasn’t getting 
a hair cut I boltrd for my car leaving Elil lying cn the greuni and I 
hoard him say -«you son of a bitch" I Jumped in my oar®H?'ova home as 
fast as possible. 

When I arrived home I told ay wife what this good friend bed donn for 

ae end pondered the Idea of moving ay family to some safe place.

I decided to get In touch with Jin Garrison. I tried all day and 

finally reached him around ten that evening. Telling him v*at had 

happened he said someone would be at ny hone within the hour. 

^ Approximately 11 p.a. semaone knocked on the door end I oponod. It 
with my loft hand holding my 45 eutcautlo In ay right hand. Standing 
there was a small, but well built man In his late forties or early 
fifties, he cd4d*oy name is Penn Jones, Jla Ge risen called me? :ay 
hand tightened on the 45 when my wife, Kelly took hell of ae and cald 
"I’ve seen him on T.V. he Is Penn Jones - with that I relaxed and ho 
remained Penn Jones I 

Penn Jones listened to my story and then began making phene calls 
to newsmen and wire services that he had contact with - explaining 
to me that the beat protection fer oe was open coverage on the incident. 
After a long talk with Penn Jones I found that I had a great deal of 
respect and adalratlcn for this man - although small In statue I felt 
I, he would fight the devil hlaself to find the truth about the assassination. 

Ihe next day November 2, 196? when I vrent to work at Commerce Dali Benda 




1 was approached b, two reporters and a photographer fron Channel 8 T,V, 
In rellag. They had picked the story ^ up' of the news wire and wanted 
a perscnal Irtorrlew. After the Interview oy boas Lea hancock callsd 
ae Into hia office and told as he didn't think thxat I should hava dona 
the Intervisw ( giving no specific roasen), H*.o next few lays Lcs* 
attitude was very cold and ho would bar-?ly soa-.k to snd th?n on the 
7th of -ovenber Las called no Into his office onco again, this time he 
told He the business wasn't doing well and ha would have to let aa go, ' 
because he was oloalng the office. Cf course i icnew better than tJilB,j<' 
kttcr all X had access to all ths records and I Imew the buslnesa was 
Baking noncy. A fex dnys later I found out he nerely raoved to another 
location and business es usual. 

liowever - this knotfledge didn't help no for I ^ras beek poinding the 
pavoaent looking for \?ork. In the naentlHO 1 had been In contact 
With Jia Garrison, he Inforaed no that there was tun opening at VolJcsvsgon 
Intemutionsl in Hex Orleans and that I Bight try there. By this tlao 
ay health had began to give pe a little trouble. I h?d a eerlcus ctcaach 
operation in August cf 19^3 and else suffer froa chronic bronchitis and 
emphysena i not to aantlon Callas County Battle iatlo-ue). 

My family and I made ths trip to K«x Orleans idsere I was Interviewed by 
Willard Sobertson the owner cf the coaoany, Mr. Robertson told ne ha 
taa looking for a i’crsonnel Manager and tkai with my background of dealing 
with tr.e public he hired mo. After a long trip back to Lallas where wo 
gathered up cur meager belongings we aoved to i*ew Orleans and I felt gcod> 
I was working again I 
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tf© had only been there a few days vhen wAth'the newspaper and T.V, 
ccnrerage of Jim Garrisons probe Into the assassination all of our 
neighbors and half of the people where I was working knew who wo ware 
aad again cams the aaver ending questions - which I night add I didn't 
Bind •• because outside of Dallas people were sincerely Interested and 
I certalray didn't alnd doing what I could to clear up any doubts 
that they had * The people at the office treated ne very wall • hmrever 
t^fter about a nanth I re?.lJ.2sd that I wasn't doing anything bat going 
Into tho office end oomins hcae - nothing Inbstween. Although I 
appreciated Jla Garrison reoomnendlng za for the Job I knew by this 
tine that he concerned about ay safety and wanted ne out of Dallas* 
Because this ccnpcny didn't really need a Personnel Jbnager and I 
couldn't take money for a Job that I wasn't doing sc I subaltted my 
resignation to iir, Hobertson and ay family and I returned to Dallas, 

Arriving back In Dallas on a cold and snowy 7th of January 1963 we 
aoved In with Holly's parents as we had very little acney and nowhere 
to stay* The next few days were spent looking for work, I tried ovary 
odd and every lead that 1 could find, llis people who Intervlewed^Slwgys 
seemed Interested cut like all compahys they wanted to check out my 
refejrenoes. When I failed to receive any results from ay efforts I

Getting a leave of absence frea ny errolcyer -Penn made the arrangexents 
end wo were off to Los Ar.gties, 

Oie Ki'/tiX LA trip Iras a success as far ns I wss concerned - especially 
the young people ve spoka to at U.C.L.A. thoy were very ccr.cemed about 
the aosassinatlrW and very kind to Penn and ae. 'Ihe only disa?fpoint 2 -nt 
caaie In the fora of Otto PifSatisai Prcrlngsr who wag sitting In for Joe Pyne 
that night end I think his sta tenant to the Ecd±ncE audience speaks for 
Itsolf - he said that he believed whclchasrtadly in the './arran Keport end 
irtjen I asked hla If he bad read the Warren Heport end he replied "NO* I 



After a week of appearances .on I.V* and radio xy lungs were beginning to 
give ae trouble and I rsturnad to Dallas with Mrs. Jonss while Penn went- 
<m to San DrXS».2Pranol3CO. 

After a few w-eks back on cy important^of keeping the shopping carts 
in line I found that at a dollar and sixty cents an hour I had to 
nuoh Bonth left at the end of the acney and wo were behind on our 
rent •• oh well back to the want adds, ' 
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found a couple 1;hstt >as looklnar for eoaeone to live In an'J c->r® for 
their elderly nother - rent free - oh boy, erf ter all this tlae ecnethln^ 
frne? Jettlrv< settled didn't take very long especially vhsn nil you 
have is a few clothes. This 'worked out fairly •noil - I ’.jorksd 12 hours 
a day, Molly did all of the washlni;, ironing, cooking, cleaning and took 
care of Terry, ijeanna and doger Jr. (vfho had b^en staying previously 
vlth his grandmother) -Did I say free 5 

In the meantime Penn hod returned fron Sen Triu^clsco and during a visit 
to our house he told ise tlmt he could get me a Job in Midlothian working 
at an oil refinery end the p&y was tSOO.OO a lionth, I hated to plra up 
the presclge of ny present position but money xfas money. I gAva ay 
employer notice and on April 15th , 1968 I started work ot the refinery - 
this t«B3 not crude oil It was used motor oil we re-prooessed it. The worir 
I 'VfaB new to me I had never re-ref Ined used motor oil before and I fsimd I 
vac a little soft. I had to dump three thousind -pound ( 60-501V.bavs) 
of clay into hot oil every morning and pump It b^ck Intotha still that 
VEio to cook it tmd this whipped me into shape quite rapidly. I v/asn't 
ooncemod with the physical work involved 1 Just knew tiiat i had a chance 
to support ay fsimlly and that;s what counted. 

1 won’t bore you with the day-to-day routine of my work ft it went smoothly 
until the second Ihursday of my 68 when while trying to start an engine 
at the plant X slipped and broke my arm ''good clc lady luck” • X had the 
arm set and missed one day of work, on ^Icnday morning I rotumed to vork 
knowing I couldn't live on workmens ccmpencatlon which w-as about ^C.OO 
a week. I painfully continued to work with the nm In a cast for the 
'A. next Biz weeks. During this six woeko my boas had offered to let me 
movo into a house he owned in MldlotHen ao thr>t X wcul<3 bo closer to 
work, I took him up on the offer because X was driving elity miles

Holly’s health >c»s s^ettinp; worse, she lu:d serious 
stcaach disorders and the strain of neat eronts hadn’t holpod - so we 
nored, how we vjero In oldlothien and I vo.s drlvins ^ Giles to work and 
book. 

It was air weeks since I broke ay r.ra and this was the day that I 
to have cast taken off. I felt good ea it had becoae quite a burden. 

Pa thnt aornlKJ' I reported for work f.ud started preparins tiie panps 
and tnnka for cooking the oil end then Ir.dy luck sailed do*.;n on ac once 
again - 1 atsrtod to light the furn«ce and it blew up burning Ey fnoo 
and a good deal of heir end jay ara^. Xhis was around the first of 
July 1962. Aftor the doctor treated me he advised ae tlat i would 
hP.vft to wear the cast another tw’O neeka because he w?-s afraid tiiat I. 
would get an Infection in the bums If he cut the cast off then, i 
don’t went to loave the Inpreaslon that ay conflict with the lallee 
Establlshnent vsa the direct cause of these accidents, however had the 
door not been closed to ae in Dellas I wculd not have had to turn to 
work that I ■rfcs not faalllnr with* 

I had nade sone frisnds in tiidlcthl&n and was getting along pretty well 
1 had e 5ob, a pl&ce to live and was able to purchase a used car. 

Ihe City Council vas takin? applications for a city Judge, after talking 
It over with henn Jones and some of Ey other flrends i went beforo the 
Council for an Interview end I must sey It vjas somewhat of a surprise 




when they appointed ise* The ftituxe was beginning to show sose proalse 
AS I continued the work at the refinexy and- piirsued ny new duties &t 
city hall. 

On August 5 th, 1968 Bill Seward the only otrer employee at the refinery 
was discussing a better way to process the oil with Dale Fooshoe the 
owner, they were going to try something new to try to obtain fe better 
quality of oil. Dale purchased a new type of clay that would absorb 
more waste from the used oil as It cooked. Neither of these men told 
me that this new clay cents Ined a substantial amount of some sort of 
acid so when I dumped It into the hot oil tank as I did every moimlng 
•Idldn*t wear any sort of breathing device, consequently I Inhaled a 
great deal of the dust from this new product. 

Shortly after 1 started cooking the oil 1 noticed 1 was having trouble 
breathing I didn’t pay much attention to It and finished the day. 

That night the acid had really got to me I found myself 3jasslng out 
and when I vras KBaelmusx^hsdxr conscious I hadto lay with my head 
right in the window to get enotxgh air and still couldn’t. Penn Jones 
came to the house and he and holly rushed me to the hospital In 
Mansfield, Texas about ten from Midlothian. I sgayed under an 

oxygen tent for two days. On the fourth day I was released and feeling 
much better. 

I had learned about a week before going Into the hospital that the 
Justice of the Peace In Midlothlon ttcs resigning and X was persuaded 
by friends to seek that position, idilch I did. I had talked with the 
county commlsoloners before I went to the hospital and they made their 
final decision on the day that I came hone from the hospital and X was 
sworn In as Justice of the Peace on August 8, 1968. i would be an 




appointed until the Kovenber election. Kov I was worilns at the 

refinery, holding the position of City Judge and also Justice of 

the Peace, ihe city paid me C50.CO a ncnth and the Justice of the 

feade ficsition brought in about CSO.CO a month. I wasn’t getting

in October 1,68 my oldest son (aoBer *.) vasn-t dolUB veil i„ .ohool 
and decided to rum avay from home. Of course 1 me. very concerned 
about him as he vas only fourteen years old. I ecatsoted the tells. 
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Morning News to see if they would p?lnt his picture hoping someone 
would see him and call me. Well I night have Just as wall invaded 
Bussla. Ky nane was Ismedlately connected with Jla Garrison and before 
I could say stop the press ay name and ccnnoctlcn with Jin v,-as 

all over the newspaper. U?F.I, Eadlo and television. I was getting 
calls f ren all over the country • 

A couple of days later >;e received a call from the sheriff in Texarkana, 

Arkansas he had Logar Jr., vo went to Arkansas and retreived hla as 
as ^l4cxy as pocsible. (He had been working fer 1 day on a ranch) 

On October the seventh I reported fox* work at the refinery at trtiich 
tine ay boas handed me a check narked f Ir.&l and told ne he w>js cutting 
down on production due to a slowdown In business and he wouldn’t need 
ae anymore -now where have I heard that before I 

Being the Justice of the Peace I wasn’t without Influence In Midlothian, 
X scon secured a Job at a gos st'itlon changing truck tires. Mot much 
prestflge but a lot of hours and X quickly eomaiandedthe respect of 
EVPJil tire tool In place, 

A few doys later my former employer coao to me and said that I would 
have to move out of his house because he wanted to use It for a veek»end 
retreat to get avjay from Dellas. 

By this tine I was beginning to suspect the periodic publicity I 
HuraxxBQC had been receiving through the years might have something 
to do with my trouble finding Jobs and housing «• X guess I am a little 
slow • especially when this former employer hired somelfone to take ny 
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place at the refinery and let hla nove Into the house where I lived . 
aa I found out sona tine later. So now I h£d to work twelve hours a 
day, try to find a place to move my faally and then there was the election 
oomlng up which would not have been Inportant except for the fact being 
the Justice of the Peace served as a determent from harjassaent by 
certain people whose names I need not mention, 

Mow It was Kovember.I still had not been able to find a house to rent 
as there were just none to be had In a town as small as Midlothian, 
Anyway the election was over and I had won bp twenty votes- do dcubt 
twenty people who didn*t read tho paper or watch television). 

I continued working at the gas station end living in ay former employer's 
house. The olecticn hod done at least one thing for me. Eale still wanted 
oe to move but xjasn't pressing as hard. The days that followed were 
hard - WQ had rain and some sleet and working In this was beginning to 
effect my health. Molly was ill and Deanna who was bom with bronchitis 
(and still suffers from chronic bronchitis) wasn't doing any better 
than we were. December was on us.before I knew It, «r, Roberts the owner 

of the gas station decided to retire, yep you guessetf It agr.ln-1 was back 
on the street. 

I 

Shis time there were no gobs to be found, but the Hlgiiway Patrol had 
opened a sub-station In Midlothian and the businoss in Justice Court 
was somewhat improved. I coul-ln't pay rent or meet the bills but the 
Increase was enough to buy gorcerles. 1 had resigned as City Judge so - 
that there would be no conflict of Interest between thel? two positions 
(City and County court). It was at thiol' time that I was notified by 
Uistrlct Attorney Jim Garrlwcn «iat he would need me In the upcoming 
Clay Shaw trial - this was another wrench in the machinery. The night 




after I vreis notified of this I raeSat received a phone call end the voice 
on the other end asked if I ims going to go to New Cilea.rs when I answered 
yea he ^ust sold get e one vjay ticket end then hung np, I brushed this 
off as iust another crank. I*d had those kind of calls befors, fiewever 
the next day I received enather call this tine It was a different voftee, 
this one asked if I v.es going to New Orleens and when I raid yes allhe 
said was - renicnber you have a family and he hung up. I nust admit 
this worried mc-after that I would get up during the night and check 
the family end hcuce - not a very pleasant way to live. During this 
tunaoll I at last had a prospect of gsttlng bock Into that elusive 
pastine called erpleynent - it ’.?as again Perin Jones to the rescue. 

And I say that with the greatest respect and adinlratlonl Penn had 

been corresponding with a friend of his in Pculder, Colorado and apparently 

they had discussed helping ne find eaployment out of Texas which seemed 

the only thing left, so as net to bore you with details the Jones 

made the arrangements end I was off to Boulder - this was In January 

1969 . 

Arriving in Denver I was met at the airport and driven to Boulder 
where arrangements were nadc for my lodging by meabers of the Students 
for a Denooratlo Society - whose names 1 will not mention -cauoe If 
you ain't got *ea J, SJgsr wou ain't gettln 'em from mel The next 
three days X filled out epplloatlons at m various places Including the 
the Boulder Police Departaent and Sheriff's Office because those were 
the positions I was aost quallflsd for and 1 believed that 1 could 
bo a cop and still have compassion for ay follow nan and If they wouldn't 
accept me that way X could always quit •• after all 1 wf»a 6ui expert at 
being out of work.

Offloo asked ne to alt down and he oloaed the denr. It was than that 
fctosra*sat,torCTtetksr I bagan to gat that feeling I'd had so nan, 
tinea befor. when I was about to get the purple shaft. Sure .nought 
I'd nsnaged to loss a Job before I even started. iCr. Cnnnlhglun began ‘ 
to ask na about n, background with the Eullas Sheriff's repertnent 
(which ha alread, knew fron n, previous visit) and the reasen for n, 
tomlnatlon. .ban he brought out his big gun it whot about (Jin Caixleon 
to said - wall knowing I'd bean had I told hln I was going to have to 
testlf, in ths Shaw trial (which I'n sura that ha alraod, knew). I'd 
heard about aver, enouae there ,«a for not hiring no but ho should have 
handed n. thl, one In a gift wrapped package. -Hr. ca,,ig he said (I'd 
bean Soger up till now) wa'va had a little situation hors end he went on 
It aeened that one of their Jailers had seduced a slitoen paer old 
girl While she win In their custody - WOW end with ^ and n, oohnaotlon - 
with th. Oarrlaon prob. th. hast would bo nora thon the, wanted te 
handle, iie wae sorry - ao was I- all the way hack to lexaa. ■.•hen 
we arrived beck In Midlothian we wore all ertousted and very disappointed.

It was February 1 st, I969 - wo had Just enough noney left froa the trip 
to nay be rent a house end buy a few erocerlos. Dole Feeshee wna 
pressing ne again to move rni I had nowhere to go and no prospoote 
of a Job let alcne a house. Like 9 wounded enlaal I could only think 
of returning to fanlllar surroundings the place that .1 had spent most 
Of ay adult life. 

We drove to Dallas end by sone streak of luck sneaked by a property 
owner and maneged to rent a house, Eefcre this poor misguided soul 
could chTngc his alnd ve gathered cur fceager belongings In Midlothian 
end moved back to Dallas where I again applied ny trade of LCOKIEG for 
work, XEfhKXX 

I spent the following days filling out many applications and some of. 
the Interviews were even promising. I was very careful not to mention 
eny part of mj Involvement In the sssssslnatlon .however, on February 13, 
1969 I VRa summoned to New Orleans to testify In the Clay hhaw trial. 

On the 14 th Vfhon I finally took the stand the defense tried very hard 
to discredit ne by nsylng that I worked In New Orleans and was In fact 
working In that city under an assumed name - falling to discredit 
no they accomplished the rext beat thing this distorted version appeared > 
In newcpnpsra and wire services throughout the country. When I returned 
to Dallas on February 16. 19^9 I was to realise the full Impact of this 
distorted nev;s story for when I contacted the Job possibilities I had 
^Iked to before I testified I found all doors closed. 
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After several days cf no openings or you're not qualified or we *11 call 
you -which they never did - on I'larch 4th I found a Job v;lth Industrial 
Towel and Uniform Company of Lallaa which was a rentt^- cox.pany nnd they ^ 

needed men so bad all 1 liad to do wasji pass a polygraph tent to prove 
that I ^r^en*t a Chief - which I passedi 

NOW I was a Rents Salssnas - Ponder that awhile - ne a Jud;^e reduced 

to picking up the dirty laundry - oh well wKork is workl atlll weak - - 

and taider wfelght froii beln(? alok January and February i was 
deterlnlned to make It on ny new Job* ' 

I left home et 5»^5 A.M. errlvlrg at the plant a little after £ A,M.-put 
ny route allps In order, loaded my truck and started cy dellverys* Getting 
back to the nlant about 4i30 P.M. unloading the dirty linens turn in 
ny money and eharao slips and got back hone around 6i30 P.H. Hiis was the 
eeason for cold rainy gather - wouldn't you know - 1 had been to a doctor ^ 
who save mo some medication for the chect Infeoti^ii that I had developed. 

The medicine kept mo eoin- until March l4th - when I literally ran out 
of gas. On Sareh ISth Molly called Penn and advised him that I v/aon't 
any better - Psim began to make arrangaments for mo to be odnltted to the 
Veteians hospital - where he was going to meet us, dy this tlao I was out 
Of it sad M^lly called an ambulance-pby the time It arrived 1 had passed 
out, I knew that I was going to the V. A. hospital but when I woke up 
o short time later I knew 1 msn't at the V. A, hospital those dirty 
bastards had taken me to Parkland hoRpltal who'^ reputation for saving 
people Is about ns good as ny eaployraent record ymis for the past two 
years, I gathered what strength that I had ,got off the atroother and

After lanny weeks of search I a till had no Job and was age In behind 
on the rent so we took two caaeras, one 8nll, r.ovie end ono Hlnoi ctlll 
our projector and ncrocn end sold then for enough to rent a cheaper house 

We moved Into a three room house on Gurley Street which tmsntt much 
but It keut the rain outi 

One day I got a wild Idea, I would go down to the federal Building 
.find apply for a goverrsent Job - these people will hire anybody - well 
almost enybedy, I pasced the civil service test and was told they had 
a Job coming up In the office and I was qualified for It end for me to 
come bock In two days to begin work. Things were certainly looking up 
Z went ever to my father-la-laws and drank all of his beer to celebrate. 

The two days passed snd X headed for tk my gorernicent Job which waa to 
be handling correapondenoe from other government egencied - they do a 
lot of TfrltiJlng to each other) well when X arrived i waa ushered into 
one of those cuboy hole offices AGAXIi where ^ waa told t!iat they had 
received a memo telling then the budget was being cut and my Job ms 
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being eliairated. ( I hadn’t even started) Oh well at least

for an Assistant .pager’s ^ob at a liquor store where the only qualification 
was that I pass another polygraph test which I did and proved I still 
hadn t tamed to stealing.

I was a del.v&ry boy again, iiy job was restocking private oluba through- 
out Dallas who brcupht merchandise from the store.

In the nsantlme beir^ cut of work froa iiarch untln June I was again behln'^ 
on the rent as veil ac the oar payment on 07 used 65 Buick end the landlord 
had aaksd us to aove, I tried to explain my oituntion and the fact that 
I was now working and would try to catch up on the rant but he didn’t cara ' ) 
I had to so. It was two weeks before 1 received ^ paycheck, I don’t know 
how we aada It - but vra did.

When I entered th« interrogation roon Eslin told me who he was, end 
he had me set at the head of a long table.

It wns clear to n« th'^t he wanted only to record part of the interrogation 
as this happened nany tlaes.

On WednestJav October 2?, I970 I vent to downtown iTallaf? to Jack ?.evlll»a 
carapaien headquarters to pick up some campait^n elirns. The headquarters 
vere not open and I decided to vinit a friend vhc works at a restaurant 
ncross the street. While t:±± talWr.?: to ry friend the conversation turned 
«s it so often dees to the assassination, he and I had discussed this 
in the past. 



Eurins the course of our conversation a man whtTl had not jnet before 
entered into the conversation. He of course did not know ne. (ffot 
to ny kr.owledrc) I told Mn that I was from out of tovna and that 1 
V9S interested in facts that hedn't been printed and in perrons that 
may have known Jack !>uby or Lee Oswald. This man said "I knew Oswald 
and Ruby, I can tell you anything you want to know about then.“ 

At this point I beesne very Interested and I told him again that I«d 
8\xre like to know first hand what they were like. He said - "I knew 
Huby wll - live seen Cs>«ld a couple of times in Ruby*s place" - ^ I 
then said "VfcU, in Ruby's business - the nlpht club, I Imarine a lot 
cf people were seen there" he sort of chuckled and said "huh - Jack 
Ruby's bustoess was spelled Mafia.". He then said "I can show you a 
used car lot where Ruby collected a lot of gambling money over on Ross 
Avenue" (It was the lj600 block of Ross Avenue), So I offered to drive 
him over there and he said "no- do you have your ear here?" - I dld- 
ho said I should follow him, which I did. I parked i>y car on the 
same side of the street as the car lot, a short distance down and 
walked back to his car, 1 opened the door of his car on the passenger side 
and he pointed to the car lot and said "That's where a lot of the money cornea 
in from the gambling operation and Jack picked it up here".

He said "if you really want to know what's poin^ -on in Dallas you have 
/ to talk to soraoone who's been around - and I've been around in thoee 
circles." Then he said "Just leave your car parked there and come with 
«e - I'll show you something that's interesting," He drove me 

to 30a^- :;oirth in the Oak Cliff area to an apartiuent ihat Jiad been 

a family dwelling and vqs converted into apartsient units, I would 
Bcntion here that Jack kair/'u address at the time of the assassination 
vas 323 South Lwing. The apartment at 30C^ fouth iwing is upstairs and 
when wo walked into the apartment there was a distinct feeliijg of an 
unlived in atmosphere. The furnishings were bare. There was a couch, 
chair and coffee table - nr, lamps, no ash trays, nothing on the walls. 
The nan had been snokir 4 : so it was odd that there were no arui trays. 

He raid "hov about a cup of coffee?" We went into the kitchen, he 
opened the cabinet and said "oh well, I guess I'm out of coffee" - he 
was also out of evciything else as there was nothing in the cabinet. 

The arrangement of the apartment was unusual as you had to go 
through the beoroom to the kitchen wltLch vas very small. The 
closet door was open in the bedroom however, there were no clothes 
in it. At that tine I became slightly nervous about the situation. 

We went back into the bedroom from the kitchen, wJiile in' the bedroom 
he said "I want to shew you something." Ke opened the top drawer of 
the dresser and pulled cut a cliouldcr holhter - there was a 32 revolver 
Vlth a three inch barrel in the shovdder holster. He pulled the 32 
out of the holster and said "what do you think about that?" I remarked 
that you don't see many 32 's with a barrel like that. He put the 32 
back in the drawer and went arounc to the side of the closet which 
wa» not visible when vou went Into the W<:rhen. at th.t t^™- he 
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prottucea tvo rifles - one vas a bolt action wnich looked like a 30,06, 
the o^her was a higli power automatic which appeared to be a 257 cal. 

I rcnarkod that they were nice rifles and X would like to have a good 
fteer hunting rifle. lie then laj^ those two on the bed and he said 
"lou haven't seen anythliyj yet". He then got down on the floor 
and he pulled 5 more rifles from under the bed. Each of these were 
equipped with scopes. He then pulled a cardboard box about 18 Indies 
long and 10 inches deep also from under the bed. The box was closed 
and on tr.e side was printed - Amnunition - Handle '?lth Care, He 
then slid the rifles and anmunition back under the bed. I said 
Jokingly "V'nat are you gocna do - start a war?" Ke said "Could be",

At that tine he looke.i at hia watch and said "excuse me Just a ninute, 

I have to go down to tiie landlady's apsrtnent and make a phojws call - 
I promised cone people I wo.a« Ci^ll then" - (there was tio telephone 
in the apartnent). He wa.-, gone for about 10 ninuten - during this 
tim 1 nade a mental iir/er,tory of the apartnent. After he ^turned he 
asked pw if I was ready to go back to ry car. There wan a pay phone 
on the coi-ner from the apartment and I asked him to pull over so that I 
could call the people who owned the car (I had told hin that it was 
borrowed w^,ile I was in Dallas) that I wanted to Ir.t them know that 
the car was okay. From the pay phone I called ty wife and pave her 
the man's name and address and told. her of the situation. His name - 
•8 he cave me ic A. E. Allen - 300-J- Touth Ewing - ncllar, Texas. 

Before we went to his apartment or the apartment I hold hia being 
from out of toim that I didn't know nmch,but that I had heard that 
Euby was in the gun running business. He said that fiuby wasn't actually 
fcqyine and selling weapons. That people in higher positions ma« the 
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arrangenents for the bnying and selling of weapons. That Ruby was 
mainly the go-between for delivering the money and making arrangement 
for the storage of the weapons until they were shipped out. 

During the course of the evening he made the statement several times 
that "if you want to stay healthy — don’t say anything to arybo<^ in 
Dallas about the assassination unless you’re damn sure you know idio 
you’re talking to." 

He then said that there were a lot of people in Dallas who were out 
to "get" him because he knows too much, ? 

One of the strangest things that he did was to drive on East Jefferson 
to a used car lot and stop. There were two men inside the office arA 
ha went in and talked to them, 1 stayed in the car and could see 
them through a window of the office. He was in there only a few minutes 
His car was a light blue Oldsmobile 66 model. When he came out of the 
Affice he got into a gray 01ds sitting on the lot and he drove it onto 
the drive stopping Just before he entered the street - he motioned to 
Be - 1 was watching him. I got out of the blue olds and he took me 
back to ny car in the gray olds, ? 

On the way to ny car across town, he kept repeating there's a lot 
Bore to this (assassination) than thy’ll ever know. In taking me 
to iiy car he cut across to ft, rforth Avenue.Wille driving slowly along 
he pointed ort certain private clubs - saying that he wasn’t allowed 
in one or the other, Hjr first thought was that he was trying to give 
me the Impression that he was knowledgable of the writings of the 
DiUaa underworld. However, it really seems that he was using a 
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delaying ncasurc - since it took frea 10:00 ?.M, uzrtil 11:15 p.M, to 
drive me to jqy car - an ordinarj' 15 minute drive at that time. 

When I got out of his car at mine he said "I'll call you tenorrou" he 
had implied previously curiiig the evening that he was eoing to give ne 
Eore infomation, I had given him a number to reach me by. Needless to 
say I did not hear from him after tiic incident that follcwedi 

I had locked Ey car vhm I parked it. VJhen I got into it I turned 
the l:cy over to start and tl*re was a muffled typo explosion and white 
moke came out the sides of the hood. The hood has a double latch and 
didn't blow. Fire was coming through the air vents under the dash - a 
pillow was burning inside the car. I Jumped out of the car and raised 
the hood - the engine, hoses, firewall and even under the bell housing 
was ablaae. Several persons came up and semecne called the fire department 
A nan named Bill Booken was walking by at about the time it happened. 

The fire department used 2 cans of chemical to diotinguiEh the fire. This 
was one of the hottest fires I have ever seen. There was no smell of 
gasoline before or after, there was no backfire as the car had not 
started and afterwards the gas lines were checked and there were no leaks. 
There was an air breather cn the car and in fact there was no mechanical 
reason for the eaplosicn,

This happened at 1*625 Ross Avenue - Mr. Kooken took me to Anderson's 
Restaurant at 1*909 Ross Avenue where I called uy wife and she arranged 
for ay brother Duane to come after me. 1 didn't know that I had been 

injured until I felt the warm blood running down cy shirt after ry brother 
picked me up. 
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I had lost quite a lot of blood by the tine I vent to the e.nergeacy iroom* y- 

I uas there for three hours* A police report uas rude* I hsd 

rccei\i:tl 5 puncture tjpe irounGS in tiic chest area. One vein had been 

severed ana liad to be tied and stitches talcen in the %'ounds. Z-r;^s 

were Bade also. I \«snt to our family physician the foUo'.'dnjj day and had the 

stltci;es removed the following Monday. It was never completely determined 

what hit EM. Another close calll The doctor at the emergency zvom 

said I was lucly the wounds had not been lower and our family physician 

said I was lucky the wounds were not in the neck •> so • • • I suppose 

I'm Just lucky all the way arounal 
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Born in the small town of Ccmoll, Wisconsin on May 12, I 936 - curious about 
life from the start of his. He was always full of life and adventure. The 
family moved to Minneapolis when he was 7 or 8 years old. 

One of his favorite past tines was climbing the cliffs that overlooked the 
Mississippi River tdiich almost ended in disaster lAen he fell some SO feet 

into the Mississippi and was fished out by a nan who was fishing and caught 
* small boy. 



Curious about people, places, and things, he at the age of 12 caught a freight 
train which tcck him to Miles Cit-/, Montana ’^ere he began his search for ad- 
venture. Taking odd Jobs to eat as he went fr,m town to town and state to 
state. Within a couple of years had covered Mx^rtana, V.-yoming, Colorado, 

Hebraska, Mew Mexico, Morth Dakota and r.outh Dakota worfeing on fams and 
ranches 

At ago 15 he decided to see more of the world and joined the Ani^'. .'J'ter a 
diort hithh KiiJi Uncle Cam caught up with him and ended his brief military 
career with a Minor Dischar. e - tl.is happened at Fort Smith, Arkansas. 

At this time he decided to find his parents for a visit. He found that they 
had moved to Dallas, Texas. After a short visit he took a Job in a local 
factory until he was I 7 , He was then drafted and eventually sent to Korea 
for 13 months. When his hitch was u? he returned to jDallas where he went to 
work for Purex Corp. in 1956. After three years he vert to work as a Deputy 
Sheriff in Dallas Cour;ty. This was in October 195?, In 3960 he was honored 
as the Officer of the Tear for the Sheriff's Department. 
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He stayed with the 5heriff'd Department for 8 years and on July h» 156? he 
vas terminated by i?heriff Bill Decker, 

Because of ^lat he heard and saw on November 22, 1963 Roger Craig had becon: 
a controversial figure and was under constant pressure frean Decker, 

The next several months were spent on maiy jobs. Every tine he received any 
publicity concerning the assassination of John F, Kennedy or the Garrison In- 
vestigation, he would be fired without reason. 

In 1968 he had moved to liidlothian, Texas, a small town 25 miles south of 
Dallas.Kn August of 1968 he was appointed Justice of the P»»ace and in November 
of 1968 he successfully ran for the office. 

However, working on a fee basis, the income was not enough to support his 
family, so he moved back to Dallas to seek employment - his coimection with 
the assassination investigation and his loss of favor with Decker made good 
employment impossible so he had to take jobs as delivery boy or some other 
low paying job. 

At the writing of this book Craig is still unemployed, has a wife and 
son. 111, and a daughter 7> And is still looking for eraployment. 
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Hiram was a small biiild man - always ready with a friendly cnilS and 
greeting. 

Hiram began his association with the Covinty during the Bonnie and Clj’de ara 
when he was an ambulance driver and inside emplpj'es at a local funeral home. 
In fact Hiram prepared Sounie « Clyde for burial after they were brought 
back to Dallas from the ambush in Louisiana, 

Hiram and I were very close - one of those friendships that develops 
when some people first meet, I had known Kiram for about four years at 
the time of the assassination. He was working in the Civil Division and 
shortly after I'Joveaber 22, X'^3 he had a heart attack and when he returned 
to work Decker put him on the Bond Desk where I would later be and work 
closely with Hiram. I worked the day shift one month and the evening shift 
the following month — Hiram worked only evenings so every other month we 
worked together. This gave us time to talk and discuss the events in Dallas 
wad even the Sheriff’s Office itself. The Department was not veil organized 

To clear some of the bonds and bondsmen we would have to nail Decker at 
horae - no matter what time of the day or night « for his approval on A.NT 
decision. This applied to only certain bcndsaen. Decker iiad his chosen 
few who were not questioned. 

Biram was a very dependable employee and should not have had to clear 
the minor decisions with our Great White Father - Bill Decker. 
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As the nonths passed and we worked together wo had btdlt a nutual 
respect for each other, when Decker fired raa on July li, 156? 

Kiran was infuriated but like any employee of Decker's he couldn't 
say anything in my defense for fear of having HIS employment cut 
short or his reputation ruined. That was one of Decker's favorite 
past-times - ruining reputational 

Our friendship didn't end with ry termination — wo continued 
to talk from time to time and Hiram was veiy helpful when Penn 
Jones wanted information concerning records at the Sheriff's office. 
Hiram furru.shed mapy names of people in Dallas who wre connected 
with both Jack Ruby and Lee Oswald and certain individuals at the 
Sheriff's Office. However in March of I960 Hiram explained to me 
that infoririatioa was getting l»arder to get for some reason. 

However I had already supplied Penn Jo;iet» and Dili Boxley (investigator 
for Jin Garrison) with oucii infornation from Hiram. 

A couple of weeks later,near the end of liarch I960, I'd heard that 
Hiram had fallen at home and broke his hip and was ia the Hospital. 

A '^ddt to see- sy good bud<y to cheer him up and received the shock 
of ny life, Hiram was under oxygen and couldn't have kK£ visitors. 
Three days later he was dead - of cancer. He had been working just 
prior to the fall. I think that we owe a debt of gratitude to this 
great man who, in his quiet way, helped us so much. 




BDBEfa: PERRIN 
NAI'-CI FEHRIK RICH 

When Penn wanted the records of Robert Perrin, the ex-husband of 
Nancy Perrin Ridi, I }iad to find a new source of lnfor.nation. I 
won't release tjiis na:>ie for obvious reasons.) It seeraed that 
Perrin was connected with Jack Ruby, Clay Thaw and Lee Oswald at 
about the tir*e of President Kennedy's death. 

Perrin was reported to have conuaitted suicide in New Orleans, La. 

The autopsy showed no visible scars, marke or tattoos and Penn 
knew that Perrin had been arrested in Lallas and wanted rae to get 
the records of the arrest along with liis description, jlfter scae 
doin^/finally obtained the record. It showed that Perrin had 
several tattoos and part of his right index finger was nissing. 

Hone of which was shown on the autopsy report. That's mt bo strange 
when you consider past cover-ups. 

It would be interesting to know who WAS buried in Robert Perrin's 
place and where Robert Perrin is - wouldn't it? 
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Buddy Walthers was without a doubt Decker's favorite pupil. 

Buddy worked for the Tellow Cab Company of Balias sex before coralng to 
the Sheriff's Office. Kis termination from the cab company was the result 
of several shortages of money that he was supposed to turn in after 
his shift. 



Be came to the Sheriff's Department as a patrolman but because of 
his close connection with Justice of the Peace Bill Bidiburg - one 
of Decker's closest allies - Buddy soon was promoted to detective, 
Boon after his promotion, he became intimate with sudi people as 
V. 0. Bankston, the flamboyant Oldsmobile dealer in Dallas who 
furnished Decker with a new Fire Engine Red Olds every year and 
■vho was arrested several times for Driving while Intoxicated but 
never served any Jail time. 



Buddy's acquaintances also included several independent oil operators 
throughout Texas and several anti-Castro CiJsans and many underworld 
^araeters - especially womenl 



It was very apparent that Buddy was the most secure deputy that 



Decker had ever had. 






He was frequently crashing parties that were given by wealthy 
friends of Defeker's - of course while he was on duty — he often 
became drunk and belligerent at these parties and at one point when 
asked to jeave he threatened to pull his gun on the host. This Information 




can be ▼erified by Billy Courson who was Buctny's partner at that time. 

Walthers hit the big tine when^ln 1961, two Federal Narcotics Agents 
came to Decker' s ofrice with charges that Buddy was growing marijuana 
in the back yard of his hone at 252? Boyd Ttreet in Oak Cliff section 
of Dallas - well to say the least, this could be considered conduct 
unbecorrdng to a police officer - but not for Budc^! After a secret 
meeting betxreen the Federal Agents, Decker and Buddy, the matter was 
dropped and, needless to say, covered up and Buddy continued his career 
as Decker's Representative of Law and Order in Dallas County, 

However, the Dallas Police were receiving conplaints that Buddy was 
shaking down underworld characters for loot taken in several burglaries 
and selling the stuff himself. After several reports the Dallas Police 
began to investigate and finaiUy obtained a search warrant for 
Buddy* 0 hone. 

Their BIG mistake was securing the warrant from Judge Rlchburg which 
was bad enough - but Buddy's wife also worked for Richburg - >diich 
made natters worse. Needless to say they didn't find anything. 

However a ^ew weeks later they were a little more careful and made 
a surprise visit to Buddy's home where they indeed recovered such 
things as toasters, clothing and various items - which their infoim/^ffers 
had said that Buddy had. Xt would seem that they had him — wouldn't 
it? But not so. 

Buddy explained he had recovered the merchandise from where it had 
been hidden and hadn't had time to make a report on them and tuni 
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them in to the Property room. The Dallas Police didn't buy this 
story - but the pressure was again brought to bear by our Protector 
Bill Decker and the Dallas Police were left out in the cold - no chaises 
filedl They were certainly furious but what could they do. If VE as 
cltiBer.B can't fight the Pstablishraent, how can the Fstablishment fight 
the Establishnient, It was clear In my mind and if the people that I worked 
with CCDLD talk. I'm sure they would agree that Buddy had a powerful hold 
on Decker - I base this on the fact that Buddy's popularity with Decker 
greatly increased after the assassination AliD the conflict concen»ing 
the U5 slvig Budcty foiud at the scene and then later denied finding. 

Buddy was a chronic liar - he was always telling Decker things thought 
were happening in the County that ha was checking on • which he viasn't 
doing. He also told Decker that he was in the theater when Oswald was cap- 
tured and In fact helped the Dallas Police - this was completely untrue. 
Buddy never entered the Texas Theater - his partner Bill Courson did. 

Buddy also told Decker about a family of anti-Castro Cubans living in 
the Oak Cliff area and he was watching them - this part may have been 
true, because we received the same info from the Dallas Police 
Intelligence Division - but one day Buddy made a visit to the house 
in Oak Cliff and when the Police and fheriff ' s Deputies went to question 
them a few daj's later they were gene. Question - Did Buddy warn then? 
After all he was veiy, veiy close to Jack Eubyl In fact every time Ruby 
vas in tro ble with one of his employees, especially Nancy Perrin Rich, 
Decker would send Buddy to straighten things out and put Nancy in her 
place with the help of Judge Richburg, Touching Jack Ruby was a IJD! TO! 
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There trerc nary other things that nade Buddy suspect as a not bo lav 
abiding la;cuan - mich as the swiming pool he built in his back yard 
(on his salary E*) the concrete was iurnlshed by a local contractor 
free of charge. The many pills Buddy carriea in the trunk of his un- 
marked cquad car sna never turned in if indeed they I{AD been confiscated 
^.y wasn't a report made and the pills marfeed. The only reason I have is 
the iiifornation (from reliable sources) that he traded these pills for 
Infomation fron certain underworld characters — again mostly woi!^a» 

It would seen that Buddy -(althers could not be terainated fi-om the 
Sheriff's Dept, no matter what« 

One incident in 1?66 which would have resulted in firing of any other 
deputy occurred when Buddy was sent to Nevada to transfer a suspect 
wanted in Dallas, It seemed Buddy was given a certain aixunt of 
travel money which be lost at the gambling table in Las "ffegas. Broke 
and in trouble Buddy called no other than W, 0, Bankston who wired 
enough;f money to bring his prisoner back to DalJa s - Maiy tiiics I wondered 
irtio was PJiALLy Sheriff) but Buddy was about to reach the end of his 
rope, un late lp6o 'v4i?n the Clay £haw trial was being prepared^ there 
was talk of bringing Buddy to New Orleans to testify . well that was a 
blow to the power that ruled Dallas - they couldn't have this half-wit 
on the witness stand, Vubcn the word reached Dallas, Decker was woricing 
on a double murder that occurred in h^ county and had a lead on the 
Buspeet in January of 19^9, The T-haw trial was scheduled for February 
and Declier sent Buddy and his partner Alvia Haddex who was about as 
efficient as a nutty professor to go to a motel on ranuell Dlvd, in 
Dallas to question Valter Cherry about the killings, Charry was an 
escaped convict and a suspect in a double murder. 
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Decker ucnt Dudcy and lUiddcx - without a warrant - to talk to him. 

V;ijen they entered the rooa at the motel/ Buddy was shot dead and Haddox 
wounded in the FOOT - coincidence? - Maybe! At any rate Buddy had 
been silenced - one luore point ior L'allaf;!

As the patl6nt*3 condition worsened I began to question the doctors 
(officials) about the lack of medical attention being administered. 

At first they Ignored me and as the patient grew-_worse my questions 
and concern became more persistent and finally the doctors (officials) 
told me to leave the hospital (establishment) and keep my mouth shut 
because others were becoming ccncemed and this might alarm the patient. 

Well, so much for my personal contact with the doctors they had thrown 
me out! But, like sny loyal family member I was concerned about the 
patient, not my social status, 

Ihere was a small ray of hcpe - the body started building a resistance 
to the infection. Dr, ^lartln Luther King was fighting for the very 
life of the nation, but the Infection was tbo much, it soon killed 
this ray of hops. 
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So, It hnd now spread to another part of the body and the menbers 
Of tr.e fanlly were becoalng alarned. 3ut'the doctors aalntalnad 
their "wait see" attitude and continued giving their Dally Bulletlcns 
of "no change". 

But the Infection had spread to the point of extreme danger and as 
If to say "1*11 tell you where the pain is -1*11 help you find the 
next point of new infection" - the body moved slightly. There was 
another small elgn of resistance making Itself known, and the body 
was responding, the menbers of the family were encouraged, but this 
was short lived, for once again trithout medicine the infection proved 
too strong, and In 1968 In Los Angeles, California Bobby Kennedy 
succumbed to the infection, and It had accelerated to an apparent

uncontrolable speed.
